NAMED BY GREAT EXPLORER. 

Waterway Called After Champlain* 
' MMe New lOe DaeiiaiMiNir 

A name which Samuel Cbai^plaln 
applied to a oartMn waterway in our 
country should "ba revlTed. ChiMn- 
plain baa been called "the real founds 
er and the father of Canada." H» 
wka also the first who carefully ex- 
plored the coasts of our New England, 
years before the coming Of the Pil- 
grim Fathers, and acurat^ niid con- 
cise was his description of th*" shoroB 
and watera that he followed >^to ; 
Penobacot and Boston bays, paat^p* 
Cod and alon« Xhe south coast to^us- 
barda bay. Chainplaln waa a modest 
ninii, but for once In his career he^ye 
his own name to a Kcof-'raphical tea-. 
tiire— that which marked the end of 
his dlscoverU'S In what are now 
United States waters. He wrote: 

"Coasting along to the southwest 
nearly 12 leagues, we passed near a 
river which is very small and difficult 
to approach because of sballowa and 
rocka at its mouth. I (•▼• it my 
name." 

S(H>in;; llils w;itei way from llie deck 
of his vessel, ("liaiiiiilaiii inisainire- 
hended its natiii e. It If. not a i Iver, 
but Is a short and uairow strait, wid- 
ening at two places inland and ooa- 
necting the waters of Buzzards bay 
with Vineyard sound. The village of 
Wood's Hole atlands on Ita ndrtbem 
shore. 

To day this waterway seems to havo 
no name. It Is very clearly mapped 
on the govern Hicnt toiionraphlc sheet, 
but without a name. The leading 
gazetteer says ineiely that Wood's 
Hole ia situated on a zmall strait. 
The fact hr- " beoa to:'r.tton that it 
was named '>.> -the ffrea: explorer who 
waa the tirst to call attention to it
